Kleindienst ordered wiretaps halted 
shortly after the court issued its 8-0 
opinion banning the administration’s

eavesdropping 
without a court order in the ame of 
“domestic” security. 
Kleindienst 
said 
further 
sur­ 
veillance will he undertaken under 
procedures that comply with the 
court’s opinion. The court ruled 
wiretapping does not fall under the 
1968 
Safe 
Streets 
Act. 
This 
apparently means there can be no 
f u r t he r 
d o m e s t i c 
s e c u r i t y 
eavesdropping until Congress sets 
forth standards and particulars.

order in 1971 and almost50so far this 
year. It did not say how many were

Hurricane subsides, death toll high 


PANAMA CITY, Fla (U PI) 
Hurricane Agnes quickly 
fizzled in the tall pine country of the Florida Panhandle 
after it slammed inland from the Gulf of Mexico Monday, 
but it left an uncertain death toll in its path 
At least 13 persons died in Florida and Cuba from the 
storm Authorities said an undetermined number of persons 
still was missing in the Okeechobee area, where tornadoes 
smashed six mobile home retirement parks 
Agnes, meanwhile, was blustering through south Georgia 
today with peak winds of 45 miles per hour, getting weaker 
as it moved further over land The National Hurricane 
Center in Miami said at midnight the storm was in the 
vicinity of Albany, Ga., moving northnorthwest at 14 m.p.h. 
The center today also was watching a strong tropical 
depression 185 miles southwest of Bermuda which was 


threatening the finish of the Newport to-Bcrmuda yacht 
race Ocean race gale warnings went into effect as the 
leaders of the 177-boat fleet, racing from Newport, R 1 , 
were halted as they approached a 50 m p h gusting wind, 
nearing the Bermuda finish line 


Agnes, the first hurricane of the 1972 season, killed six 
persons in Florida and seven in Cuba But, for some fallen 
tree limbs and water damage, it did little property damage 
m the Florida Panhandle. 
Panama City, with its huge resort beaches, escaped da­ 
mage, although the beach hotels were emptied when 
tourists fled the onrushing storm Sundav. "We ve had 
worse storms in winter, 
said Panama City Beach Mayor 
Dan Russell

One case of disease in 
county, no epidemic seen 


Though the first Santa B arbara County 
case of exotic N ew castle poultry disease 
was discovered days ago in a backyard 
flock in Santa M aria, officials say they do 
not expect a nnajor infestation of Santa 
B arbara county. 
According to Dr. W.M. P eterson of the 
S t a t e - f e d e r a l 
N e w c a s t l e 
D is e a s e 
E radication Task Force, the condition w as 
verified in a pheasant in a flock of 23 
chickens and gam e birds. T hat flock w as 
destroyed and several nearby flocks m ay 
have to be elim inated, f^eterson said. 
■ 'This case was an o utb reak ,” f’eterson 
said, “ It was a verified case of N ewcastle, 
but we don’t have anv other cases under 
investigation in Santa B arb ara County. 
Peterson added that he didn’t expect 
m uch N ew castle activity in the county 
from 
the disease which broke out in 
Riverside county several m onths ago and 
has necessitated w holesale destruction of 
flocks in SIX Southern California counties 
F irst round im m unizations w ere m ade 
here in April and a second round w as to 
have been com pleted before last weekend. 
When asked why the disease broke out so 
far north and in a pheasant, F’eterson 
answ ered, 
“If you find out, w e’d like to 
know We re working on it”

Bleeding eyes are am ong 
the first indications in chickens though the 
diseases course is usually too swift to allow 
observation of sym ptom s 
No poultry m ay now be taken from Santa 
B arbara county into a non-infested area, 
according to Dr 
Peterson, though this 
quarantine of the county is now under 
review.

Ruders visit Israel

Rev F. A. Ruder found out 
that “all those places you 
read about in the Bible are 
real " He never doubted 
their existence, but seeing 
them was “a high point” in 
his life, he said recently. 
Rev Ruder and his wife 
Doris spent 20 days in the 
Holy Land in May. The trip 
was a life long desire for the 
Ruders 
and 
was 
made 
p o s s i b l e 
t h r o u g h 
a 
retirement gift from the 
First 
United 
Methodist 
Church 
of 
Lompoc 
two 
years ago. 
They made arrangements 
tor 
the 
trip 
through 
a 
Lompoc 
travel 
agency. 
“There were several tours 
to choose from and they all 
seemed to offer about the 
same. We picked a less 
expensive one.” he said.. 
They sat for 30 hours in 
the air on a TWA plane and. 
after making one stop in 
New York, arrived in Tel- 
Aviv 
at 
5;30 
in 
the 
afternoon 
From that time on Rev. 
Ruder and Doris began an 
odyssey 
they 
had 
not 
anticipated. 
Their 
tour 
group 
was 
made-up of two Methodists 
(themselves), two Baptists, 
one Catholic, and 22 Jews. 
All were Americans. 
It was then he learned 


there are two kinds of tours 
conducted in the Holy Land 
— 
Christian 
tours 
and 
Jewish tours. 
They were on a Jewish 
tour. 
“ It turned out to be a fine 
and wonderful thing,” Rev 
Ruder informed. 
During the 10-day guided 
lour, 
his 
wife 
and 
he 
learned much about the 
Jewish people, for “ we got 
to 
know 
t h e m 
as 
individuals,” he said. 
They eat together and 
spent 
a 
concentrated 
amount of time together as 
the 
group 
made 
daily 
excursions 
through 
the 
countryside 
and 
small 
villages of Israel in an air- 
conditioned bus. 
Rev. Ruder talked about 
the “ amazing” amount of 
construction going on there 
He 
saw 
many 
new 
apartment buildings three 
to five stories high and new 
roads. 
“The people are working 
hard to rejuvenate the land. 
They are draining swamps 
and planting citrus groves 
there. Mountains bare from 
over-grazing by sheep and 
goats are now planted with 
forests. 
“Traveling through Isreal 
I got a great sympathy for 
the Jews. You understand 
how they have been kicked 
around for centuries and 


centuries,” he said 
The Ruders spent 10 days 
on this tour and traveled the 
last ten days on their own. 
They learned to appreciate 
a guided tour 
“ At one time, I thought I 
never wanted to go on a 
guided tour, but I found out 
that you don’t lose any 
motions 
and its 
very 
convenient.” he explained 
On 
a 
guided 
tour 
a 
traveler doesn’t have to 
bother with bus and train 
schedules. 
Everything 
is 
planned, so you see more in 
a shorter period of time, he 
said. 
The 
Ruders stayed 
in 
Ashquelon, Mt. Nahariya, 
Jerusalem, 
and 
Tel-Aviv 
during 
their vacation 
Towns and places visited 
included 
Bethlehem, 
the 
Dead Sea, and the Jordan 
River. 
Rev. 
Ruder said 
they 
traveled by bus. tram, horse 
and buggy, and boat (on the 
Sea of Galilee) “ I couldn’t 
get Doris on a motorcycle,” 
he noted 
They noticed many Arabs 
living and working in Israel 
“They are given full rights 
They have a better life now 
than 
before 
the 
war,” 
according to Rev Ruder 
The Ruders saw soldiers 
hitchhiking on the roads and 
noticed they boarded busses 
and trains with their rifles

Babe Ruth all-stars

Roy Howell’s arm was only fair and his running speed 
was embarrassingly poor Not much chance of making 
the big leagues 
Of course that was about 17 baseball seasons ago The 
tot has shown excellent improvement since 
Before he could even walk, Roy’s dad would prop him 
up on the floor, spread his legs apart, and roll a ball to 
him Roy would roll it back to Dad, presumably in time 
to get the runner 
That was the beginning of an athletic career that may 
still be in its infant stages. Howell will soon hop a plane 
bound for Pittsfield, Mass., further from home than he’s 
ever been, but closer than ever to where he wants to end 
up 
the major leagues. 
The Texas Rangers lured Roy to Pittsfield by handing 
him a nice lump of cash, probably somewhere near the 
$80,000 mark They think highly of the recent Lompoc 
High grad, having selected him in the first round of the 
recent baseball draft, after only three other ballplayers 
in the nation had been chosen. 
Though Howell launched his career before his first 
birthday, the major league scouts didn t start noticing 
him until the ripe old age of 13. 
Roy was in the eighth grade and playing with a 
Lompoc Babe Ruth all-star team in a tournament in 
Long Beach. He hit a couple home runs and a couple 
triples, prompting a keen-eyed scout to inquire what high 
school Roy attended. Lompoc Junior, was the answer 
WELL SCOUTED 
By the time he got to Lompoc Senior, interest was 
growing This season, scouts from 22 of the 24 major 
league clubs contacted Howell at one time or another 
They showed up at all the games, taking notes on the 
smooth powerful swing, strong arm, excellent speed. 
The Rangers think Howell’s skills are advanced 
enough to jump the standard first steps in a pro career - 
rookie leagues and single-A — and start with a double-A 
club. It will be nothing new for Roy. He’s used to playing 
with the bigger guys.Growing up in a neighborhood 
teaming with youthful athletic freaks, Roy had to either 
compete or take up stamp collecting He competed 
One of the older kids was brother Bobby, a talented all 
’round athlete. Most of the kids were Bobby’s age or 
older, but Roy usually held his own 
Bob Sr. would be right in the thick of the activity, 
coaching, encouraging 


A plant production foreman, at Johns Manvillc, he 
would often work holidays when the .1 M grounds were 
deserted 
“ I’d take the fioys with me, he recalls “ There were 
these big kilns, about 30 feet high I d give them a 
football, and their job was to punt the football to each 
other over the kilns 
“ When they were small, I’d put them out in the street 
(a lightly-traveled dirt road then > to play with the bigger 
kids. I think playing with the older kids helped them as 
much as anything ’’ 
LOVE FOR SPORTS 
Bob Sr came to Lompoc from Oklahoma at the age ol 
16 Though he looks like an ex-fullback, Bob didn’t nave 
much time for organized sports as a child, working on his 
parent’s farm 
But he developed a strong love for sports 
“ And when Marilyn and I got married, she did too. Of 
course she didn’t have much choice,’ 
he smiled, 
glancing at his wife. 
The elder Howell helped organize the local little 
league, Babe Ruth league, and youth football league. So 
naturally, at age eight Roy entered the world of 
organized sports. 
As a nine-year-old, he formed an effective battery with 
Bobby, a pitcher, and they led their team to a city 
championship 
It was the first in a long line of titles at various levels 
of competition — little league, Babe Ruth, high school 
The Howell’s never had to plan their annual vacation. 
They just went wherever Hoy and Bobby’s teams were 
playing in a tournament — Brawley, Klamath Falls, 
Long Beach. 
Roy’s little league team made it to the state tourney 
when he was 12. 
UN-WHIFFABLE 
The next year Roy moved up to Babe Ruth and had a 
spectacular season. 
“ They had some really hot chuckers then (Roy

OCEAN FISHINC 
Fishing is in high gear as we go to press The last three 
days have been verv good, but the pattern has been three 
days on and three days off So what this week will produce 
IS anyone’s guess. 
The fish are running much bigger, some 20 pounds and 
over, with a mixed bag of silvers and Chinooks The silvers 
are still running about six to eight pounds. Commercial 
fishermen working deep water have also bt'en successful, 
with lots of large fish 
Weather has been good and evervone is happy 
The Islander has been busy bottom fishing and is not set 
up for salmon However it will be running for albacore as 
soon as they show up The Pico has also been concentrating 
on bottom fishing, which is still holding up 
San Simeon is the hot spot for bottom fish, with three 
boats running from the pier. Three local anglers went out 
and were back by noon with rock fish, ling cod up to 12 
pounds, and large red cow cod 
We took a run down to Santa Barbara and nearby spots 
and found sea fishing in full swing. H and M Landing said 
that bass fishing has been hot. but practically nothing doing 
as far as salmon were concerned. Water is warming up. and 
fishing steadily improving 
Ventura Sportfishing were also in a happy mood, with 
loads of large sand bass coming in from the island boats. 
Calico bass are plentiful, with many limits being caught. 
No salmon but a few nice halibut 
.Anyone interested in shark fishing should contact 
Ventura Sportsfishing Landing at Ventura, which is running 
a shark fishing special on Saturday nights, by reservation 
only. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Cachuma Lake reports that catfishing has picked up 
Bass fishing fair to good with trout on the slow side. A few 
trout are being taken trolling deep water. 
Casitas lake, with the warm low water, has had an 
excellent run of catfish, with bass a good second, trout 
fishing fair to slow, with a few carry-oyer being taken from 
the last planting. 
Moying to Lopez Lake, lots of pan fish are being caught. 
Trout still being caught in the deep water. Bass fishing 
good, best spots are in the brush where Lopez Creek enters 
the lake, also in the Wittenberg arm. 
There should be good fishing along the deep water of 
Arroyo Grande Creek that is only accessible from a boat. 
This would be the old stream bed with a sandy bottom, with 
spawning possibilities. 
Margarita Lake slow, with a few bass taken in the late 
eyening or early morning. A boat is almost a must in order 
0 work some of the good locking bass and crappie spots on 
.he far side of the lake, out of bounds to the bank angler 
Lake is getting yery low and catfishing at the far end should 
De picking up in the neighborhood of piers 12 and 13. 
In spite of all sorts of reports, Nacimiento Lake is not 
^oing to be closed. The lake is 35 feet aboye minimum pool, 
IS 12 miles long, and has 45,000 acre feet lake. All launching 
ramps are usable, and all facilities will be open all 
summer. 
Fishing has slowed down due to a large turbulent weather 
front that has passed thru the area. Large mouth bass lead 
the way with many limits, mostly taken from the edges of 
the shallow flats. Fish are still on the small side, with a few 
hitting 4 lbs. 
White bass haye slowed up, but trailers are doing fairly 
well in the Bee Rock area, with fish running to 2‘z lbs. 
Crappie fishing real slow. These fish apparently do not 
like the unsettled weather. 
Catfishing held up well, with some limits. The cats are 
running on the small side with a few channel cats to 8 lbs. 
Notices from the DFG indicate Reyes and Upper Sespe 
Creeks in Ventura are the only waters stocked last week 
California ocean partyboat fishing so far this year is 
running well ahead of 19 in number of anglers and total 
catch. Through the month of April, 148,085 fisherman 
caught a total of 1,076,516 ocean fish, compared to 112,668 
anglers and 877,699 fish in the same period of 1971 This does 
not account fro the heayy fishing from skiffs and small 
craft, which has doubtless increased in the same 
proportion.

The all-star team that season went all the way to the 
state tourney at Salinas, taking second place, with players 
like Mike Kluge, Ken Murphy, Jeff Bratz--- 
1968 was the year Lompoc fans will never forget At the 
state tourney in Lompoc, the locals overcame a speedy 
team from Oakland. Then it was on to the regionals in 
Brawley and finally to the World Series in Klamath Falls, 
Oregon, where Lompoc finished fourth. 
Some of Roy’s most pleasant memories are of the long 
bus rides to distant tournaments and stays in strange 
towns. 
It was a sort of training ground for what he’ll encounter 
in the minor leagues. 
“ We had one long party on the bus trips, playing cards, 
rassling, telling jokes. Wherever we played, we always 
drew more fans than the home team. We had a great time” 
OPEN ARMS 
The Lompoc High coaching staff welcomed Roy with 
open arms in ’68. Varsity baseball coach Dan Bodary 
quickly installed the redhead at third base where he 
became as regular a fixture as the yearly league 
championship he was to help win. 
Roy batted .369 as a freshman, making the choice easy 
when it came time to vote for the all-league third baseman. 
The selection process was equally simple for the next three 
years. 
Of course Roy was not the only player on the team. 
Basically the same local group that had terrorized little 
league and Babe Ruth foes since the early ’60’s formed the 
nucleus for the Braves. 
It took them only one year to jell. In Roy’s sophomore 
year the Braves lost their opening game, then never lost 
again, sweeping aside El Segundo to win the GIF 3-A 
championship. 
The football coaches also discovered Howell. He was a 
starting varsitv cornerback as a sophomore, making 
honorable mention all-County League.

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Back to shorter hair: maybe crew cuts 


It you missed the excitem ent of sporting a crew 
cut in the ’50s, you m ay have this opportunity in the 
’70s 
T hat’s the latest rum or in the barbering world, 
according to Lompoc barber Winston Duvall, part 
owner of the Matador Barber Shop, 1019 North A St 
“ I heard on the Merv Griffin Show that crew cuts 
are now the rage in England,” Duvall recently 
noted 


He doesn’t think crew cuts or flat tops will ever 
come back in style, but “ long hairs 
are beginning 
to wear their hair shorter. 
‘‘We’ve gone from one extrem e to another, from 
short hair to long hair Now we are going back the 
other w ay,” explained Robert Martinez, owner of 
the Crown Barber Shop, 109 North V St 
Since 1963, turmoil has been the action and 
change the theme in the barber profession 
To begin with, Durvall said, the long hair trend 
(“ when the Beatles began . . . .” ) caused a 
depression in the barbering business. Many young 
men and boys stopped getting haircuts. 
“ When they did get it cut, a girlfriend or a 
neighbor cut it,” said Durvall, who has cut hair in 
Lompoc for ten years. 
In 
the 
last 
five 
years, 
“ Older 
generation 
custom ers who use to come in once a week or every 
two weeks, wait longer now for a haircut,” he said. 
Their hair is longer and they “ are not looked down 
f* 
on. 
He thinks that the older men are trying to be 
younger looking. Martinez believes its their wives 
influence. 


Lompoc, in the last ten years, has gone from a 25 
barber town to a 
16 barber town, while its 
population increased 25 per cent. 
Some barbers m ade as little as $6000 in 1967 and 
'68 reported Durvall. 
Business decreased 40 per cent at its lowest 
point, said Durvall. “ But the cost of a regular cut 


($2 75) hasn’t gone up in three years u increased 
only 50 cents in the last ten years 
“ People still com e in here, look at the rates, and 
say ‘Did you guys go up again?’ 
he pointed out 
The hope now of barbers is that the shorter hair 
trend catches on. “ People are starting to com e in 
and ask for haircuts that are neater and cleaner 
looking, not really long, hut neat in appearance,” 
he said 
M artinez has been catering to stylized and razor 
haircuts for two years in Lompoc. His shop styles 
m en ’s hair for nearly twice the cost of a regular 
haircut as it takes twice as long to do the job 
He is “ charging for his services ” But custom ers 
return less often than they would if they got a 
regular haircut because a person can go longer 
between style haircuts. 
A stylized haircut is less than three inches in 
length and balanced out all over the head, defined 
barber Clarence Willis, owner of the Oaks Barber

Ironically, stylized haircuts has also caused 
many barbers to quit cutting hair. “ In LA, 450 
barbers last year quit because they couldn’t switch 
to this new style, ” said Martinez 
Once it was no and fewer haircuts forcing 
barbers to take new kinds of em ploym ent; now 
some of those remaining barbers who can only cut 
hair the old method (around the ears) are taking 
leave of the profession. 
But m aybe that is for the best, because if flat 
tops do com e back in style, custom ers probably 
won’t be satisfied with their work. 
“ It takes constant practice to cut short hair good 
T hey’ll have to learn all over again.” Duvall stated 
The guys in barber school will have that problem 
too. “ They are being taught now to cut hair long, 
he said
